Prohibiting the keeping of Exeter Fair, and other Fairs thereabouts, 
for ſome Time. 


— 4/2Hereas We are infozmed, that on oz about the Sixth Day of 
December, à Fair hath uſually been hdlden and kept at and 
in Dur City of Exeter; Me in reſpect of the — Inba⸗ 
ig lon upon this Dur Kingdom by the Printe of Orange, (who 
with an Armed Foꝛce of Fozeigners and Rebels hath pol⸗ 

n [eſſed Our ſaid City) and conſidering alſo that divers evil 
| diſpoſed Perſons under p:etence of going to the ſaid Fair, 
may repair to Pur Enemies, oz hold Cozreſpondence with 
them, have therefoze thought fit, by Advice of Our Pzivy 
Council, to Defer and Pꝛohibit the keeping of the ſaid Fair, 
and all other Fairs within Twenty Miles of Our ſaid 
City of Exeter, at the Times accuſtomed, and until the ſame 
ſhall be Licenſed by Us. And to the end that all Perſons 
may take Notice thereof, Me do hereby Admonilh and Require all Pur Subjects, that 
they foꝛbear to reſoꝛt to the ſaid Fair at Exeter, oꝛ any other Fairs within Twenty Miles 
of the ſaid City, until Me ſhall Declare Our further Pleaſure concerning the lame; 
Hereby al ſo ſtrictly Enjoyning and Commanding the reſpective Lozds, Owners and Pꝛo⸗ 
pꝛietoꝛs of all and every the ſaid Fairs, and all other Perſons intereſſed therein, that they

do not pꝛelume to hold the ſaid Fairs, oz any of them, without Dur Licence firlt obtain⸗ 


ed in that behalf; upon pain of ſuch Puniſhment as can oꝛ may by Law be inflicted upon 
ſuch as ſhail be found Offenders therein.
